Opal Black Found Injured on 
Street; Murdered and Thrown 
From Auto, Police Say.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 6.— 


The young woman who is believed 
to have been murdered and thrown 
frdm an automobile near Thirty- 
fifth street and the Paseo at 2:30 
a. m. here today was _ identified 
later as Miss Opal Black, 2843 
North Grand boulevard, St. Louis. 
Shortly before she died the 
woman told police her name. Mrs. 
Mary Riegler late today identified 
the body as that of a waitress who 
had roomed at her home for a 
week and worked nights at a 
nearby cafe. 

Search of the girl's room showed 
a number of letters and a card 
on which was written her name, 
that of her father, Jerry Black of 
Hawk Point, Mo.

LEAPS FROM BLAZING PLANE: 
LANDS SAFELY, BADLY BURNED 


Lieut. B. T. Talbott, Naval Avia- 
tor in Hospital After Para- 
chute dump at Washington. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Lieut. 
Barnett T. Talbott, naval aviator, 
made a parachute jump from a 
flaming plane over the Anacostia 
Naval Air Station here today and 
Was taken to the naval hospital 
suffering from severe burns. Eis 
plane crashed and was burned. 

With flames leaping into his 
face from the motor of his plane, 
Talbott jumped from a height o1 
2000 feet. 

The plane crashed to earth at 
the southeast corner of the field. 
It was equipped with a sprinkler 
but it could not be determined 
whether Talbott was able to use 
it. Watchers on the ground saw 
flames shoot out from the engine 
and saw Lieut. Talbott stay wit 
the ship until the fire spread into 
the cockpit. Then he jumped. A 
moment later the plane dived to 
earth, leaving a trail of fire and 
smoke. 


SPARK STRUCK BY FRICTION 
STARTS FIRE AT JEFFERSON 


Ignites Fluid Used by Woman Ho- 
tel Guest in Cleaning Dress; 
Out in 10 Minutes. 

A static spark caused by friction 
ignited a silk dress that Mrs. Tom 
Kearney, wife of a betting com- 
missioner, was rubbing with an in- 
flammable cleaning fluid in her 
suite on the eighth floor of Hotel 
Jefferson at noon today. The 
flaming dress in turn set fire to 
window draperies and woodwork 
of her room, $11, resulting in a 
blaze and smoke that attracted 
spectators to streets below the ho- 
tel and to windows of nearby office 
buildings. 

Mrs. Kearney was burned slight- 
ly on the fight hand when she at- 
tempted to extinguish the blaze 
with a rug. Firemen had the fire 
out in 10 minutes. Damage was 
slight.

WASHINGTON, April 6.— 
Representative Cochran of St. 
Louis was informed this afternoon 
that the Treasury would 
mend to Congress tomorrow or 
Monday the appropriation of $3.- 
$25,000 for the new St. Louis Fed- 
eral building. of which $700,000 to 
$1,000,000 will be for a site on the 
new Municipal Plaza. At the 
previous session, $1,600,000 has 
been appropriated for a building at 
Fourth and Chestnut streets. It

EG LEWIS GETS. 
5 YEAR SENTENCE 
~ WILLNOT APPEAL 


Former University City Pro- 
moter Also Fined $14,000 
for Using Mails to De- 


fraud in California. 


PARTNER TO SERVE | 
YEAR, PAY $2000 


Stay of Execution to May 1 
Granted Both Promoters 
That They May Wind Up 
Their Affairs. 


By the Associated Press. : 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 6.— 
E. G. Lewis, promoter of Atasca- 
dero, recently convicted on 14 
counts of charges of using the 
mails to defraud, was sentenced in 


Federal Court here yesterday to 
five years in the penitentiary on 19% 
of the 14 counts, and on the re- 
maining four, to two years each, 
suspended for five years. 

The suspended sentence was 
given on condition that Lewis does 
not use the mails in the further- 
ance of any promotional scheme 
during the five years. 

In addition to the fiv e-year sen- 
tence which he must serve on the 
10 counts, he was fined $14,000 
and the costs of the prosecution. 

Associate Also Sentenced. 

Maj. Henry L. Kramer, Lewis’ 
business associate, and co-defend- 
ant, who was convicted on two 
counts, was sentenced by Federal 
Judge Paul J. McCormick to serve 
one “year and one day in the peni- 
tentiary and in addition, three 
years suspended for five years on 
the same conditions as those im- 
posed on Lewis. He was also fined 
$2000 and costs of prosecution. 

Lewis and Kramer announced 
that they Would not appeal. They | 
obtained a stay of execution until 
May 1 for the transaction of nec- 
essary business. Their trial lasted 
nine weeks, 

The charges against Lewis and 
Kramer were in connection with a 
personal loan campaign in which 
they were said by the prosecution 
to have taken in more than $1,- 
000,000. 

Took in $50,000,000. 

Lewis came to California after 
he had promoted University City 
at St. Fouis. During his exten- 
sive promotions, the most famous 
of which was the town of Atas- 
cadero in California, he is said to 
have received a total of nearly 
$50,000,000 from investors. He 
went into bankruptcy a few years 
ago with liabilities totaling $10,- 
0° 0,000. 

Kramer, prior to his association 
with Lewis in promotions, was in 
the patent medicine business. 

Both were convicted and are 
under sentence in a previous case 
in which they also were charged 
with using the mails to defraud. 

William Ahrens, chief auditor, 
who was tried with Lewis. and 
Kramer in both cases, was ac- 
quitted each time. 


Lewis Started Magazine WHere in 
1899; in Trouble in 1905. 

Lewis, who is 60 years old, was 
a seller of insect powders, anti- 
perspiration products and_ tooth 
powder, when he started publica- 
tion of the Winner (later the Wom- 
en’s) Magazine, in St. Louis in 
1899. As his business grew it took 
many sidelines, including the Peo- 
ple’s Saving and Trust Co., the 
People’s United States Bank, the 
United States Fiber Stopper Co. 
and other activities. 


Exploiting University City, which 
he had founded, Lewis built the 
distinctive Women's Magazine 


building and the Egyptian build- 
ing, both still standing. His Mis- 
souri career ended, as far as profit 
was concerned, when Postmaster 
General Cortelyou issued a fraud 
order in 1905 stopping use of the 
maus by the People’s United States 
Bank. The ultimate loss {to in- 
vestors was $7,040,891. 

Lewis was indicted on a charge 
of using the mail to defraud. The 
jury disagreed in the first tria} and 
in the second the Court directed a 
verdict of acquittal. A late: prose- 
cution was unsuccessful.

GLIDER CLIMBS 1870 


FEET IN 45 MINUTES 
SETTING NEW RECORD 
Previous Mark of 2300 Feet 


Was Made in Four Hours 
by Same German. 


By the Associated Press. 
BRESLAU, Germany, April 6.— 


A record performance with a glider 
was made yesterday at Grunau by 
Ferdinand Schulz when he ascend- 
ed 570 meters (about 1870 feet) 
above his starting point in 45 min- 
utes. He used one of the primitive 
practice gliders of the school at 


Grunau. It igs said that under the 
this performance 
constitutes a world record. 


The glider mark for height pre- 
viously recorded was 652 meters, or 
about 2300 feet. This was made 
Oct. 19, also by Schulz, but it was 
in a flight in which he remained in 
the air more than four hours and 
reached his maximum height at 
some distance from his starting 
point. Today’s performance ex- 
ceeded Schulz’ previous effort both 
in the speed with which it was ac- 
complished and the fact that he 
reached that height over the place 
of his take-off. 
WOMAN TALKS SO LONG 

DEFENDANT I$ DISCHARGED

CHICAGO, April 6.—A woman 
complainant in Municipa¥ Court 
yesterday talked so long the Judge 
dismissed her suit on the statute of 
limitations.

Charlie Birger, Southern lilinois 
gang leader sentenced to be hanged 
next Fridey at Benton for plotting 
the murder of Mayor Joe Adams of 
West City, today was denied fur- 
ther legal consideration of his case 
when the Supreme Court refused 
his petition for rehearing. 

Birger’s only remaining hope of 
escaping the death sentence is ex- 
ecutive clemency.

NAVAL FLYER TO ATTEMPT

Australian flyer, who with Pond, 
fevently tried to break the world 
endurance record, probably would 
accompany him on the flight.

Force to Be Aaseiamaned by 
25,000 Volunteer Watch- 
ers Selected by the Coun- 
ty Judge.

ELECTION WILL 
COST $275,000 


Thompson Warns Followers 
Against Desertion — Em- 
merson Predicts 50,000 
Downstate Majority. 


By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, April 6.—Assurances 


that 6000 men will guard the pri- 
mary election polls next Tuesday 
were given today by Police Com- 
missioner Hughes, 

This regiment of police will be 
augmented by 25,000 volunteer 
watchers and challengers recruited 
by County Judge Jarecki from 
civic organizations. The army of 
volunteers was called in response 
to demands of rival Republican 


factions that each have two rep- 
resentatives in each of the 2755 
precincts. 

Of the city’s 6000 policemen, 
5000 have been designated for 
election duty and will remain at 
their posts without relief while 
the polls are open, Commissioner 
Hughes said. Every precinct will 
have at least one patrolman on 
duty and seme will have 10. The 
entire motorcycle force will be 
held in readiness to speed to any 
section of the city where disorder 
may occur. 

Sixty detective squads will be 
added to the present 35, and will 
patrol the city in automobiles 
loaned by citizens. Another force 
of 200 policemén will be on re- 
serve 
recki, 

Fight Over Ward Leaders. 

Most of the ballots will be dis- 
tributed Monday, but those for 
sections where trouble is expected 
will be kept until Tuesday morn- 
ing and delivered to the polling 
places under heavy guard. 

While bitter contests have been 
condueted by opposing Republican 
factions, known as the Crowe- 
Thompson-Small and the Lowden- 
Deneen groups, it is the fight over 
election of ward ecommitteemen 
from whic’: most trouble is an- 
ticipated« Many ward candidates 
planned to sleep in hiding Mon, 
day night to avoid attempts to kid- 
nap them. | 

While the army of watchers of 
the polls will serve as volunteers, 
the cost of the election will be 
more than $250,000, the largest 
ever paid in the history of the 
county. Salaries for the 13,785 
clerks and judges will amount to 
$275,700. A recent state law in- 
creased the pay of election offi- 
cials to $20 a day. 

Attorney-General Carlstrom, can- 
didate for re-election on the Low- 


% den-Deneen slate. gave his pledge 


in an address last night that the 
voters would be protected in the 
right to vote without intimidation. 

“IT will dedicate the remainder 
of my time in office to the prose- 
cution and imprisonment of any 
scoundrels who attempt to fright- 
en voters from the polls next 
Tuesday,” he said. 

Thompson Warns Followers. 

Mayor Thompson in an address 
warned “the ax will fall on trait- 
ors,” who planned to sell out the 
the “America first” ticket. “Any 
of you who fails to support the 
state and county ticket,’ ward 
committeemen were told, “might 
as well draw a tissue paper certifi- 
cate. 

“You will not be recognized in 
the future councils of the party. 
We have no place for ‘trimmers’ 
or ‘double-crossers.’ 

“We are in this fight for the 
people, to protect them from the 
Cossack thugs brought here by 
United States Senator Deneen’s 
friends unier the guise of prohi- 
bition agents. 

“We are trying to do big things 
for Chicago to make her the great- 
est city on earth. If we have to 
defend ourselves from continuous 
court attacks, devoting all our time 
to fighting political persecution, we 
cannot build for Chicago. 

“Should Deneen’s candidate for 
State’s Attorney win next Tuesday, 
we will consider resigning from of- 
fice.

After the services at the church, 
scheduled for 10:30 a. m., a mo- 
torcycle squadron of police will es- 
cort the body to the city limits of 
Yonkers, where another escort will 
clear the way through that city. 
State police will then lead the pro- 
cession to Peekskill, where his body 
will be placed in the Depew mau- 
soleum, 

ons to Attend Funeral. 

Fifty members of the Union 
League club, of which he was the 
third oldest member in terms of 
years of membership, are to attend 
his funeral in a body. Deputations 
from other clubs also planned to 
attend. 

Bishop Ernest M. Stires, Bishop 
William T. Manning and the Rev. 
Roelif H. Brooks, rector of St. 
Thomas’, will officiate at the 
church services. The boys’ choir 
will sing. / 

President Coolidge, Secretary 
of State Kellogg, Chief’ Justice 
Taft, Gov.

Many of the expressions of 
sympathy were from the men who 
had worked with and under him in 
the New York Central. 

. The concourse of the Grand 
Central Terminal in New York 
City was draped in black today as 
was the entrance to the executive 
offices from where Depew had 
watched the erection of the tow- 
ering new building of the’ New 
York Central, whose last piece of 
steel was laid a few hours before 
he died. 

Gov. Smith ordered the flags on 
State buildings at half-staff and 
many of the clubs to which Depew 
belonged also half-masted their 
flags as a mark of respect to their 
distinguished former member. 
Flags over all New York Central 
stations will fly at half-staff until 
efter his funeral. 

Leaves Fortune of Millions. 

An officer of the New York Cen- 
tral railroad since 1868 and direc- 
tor in some 20 other corporations 
at his death, Depew left a fortune 
estimated between 6,000,000 and 
$15,000,000. Part of his estate is 
the first $100 he ever earned, 
which he deposited in a bank at 
Peekskill in’ 1861 and had never 
withdrawn. It has grown to more 
than $1000 now through interest. 

When the Republican National 
convention meets in Kansas City 
in June it will miss the presence 
of Depew, who had attended ev- 
ery convention as a delegate since 
1888, except the one at. Cleveland 
in 1924. He was elected a dele- 
gate to the 1928 convention only 
Tuesday, and when asked recently 
if he expected to attend, an- 
swered, “certainly, why not?” 

Spoke at G. O. P. Convention. 

When he was asked in 1924 if 
he was going to make a speech 
at the Cleveland convention, which 
he had then planned to attend, he 
answered, “I don’t know, but I’ve 
had the habit of doing it for more 
than a generation. At the lest con- 
vention in Chicago I spoke for an 
hour and they told me that I was 
heard better than any of the oth- 
er speakers. In fact, one breezy 
Westerner squeezed his way up to 
me afterwards. told me he had 
been sitting about two miles from 
the platform and that I was the 
only speaker he heard. ‘How old 
are you?’ he asked. ‘Eighty-six,’ 
I told him.

First Woman Official of New York 
State Pleads Not Guilty and 
Gives $6000 Bonds.

Boy Kidnaped by Women 
Returns in Kast er Suit

George Edward Miller, 4 years old, 
who was kidnaped by two women, 
was brought back to his parents 
yesterday less than 24 hours after 
he had disappeared in a taxicab. 
Arrayed in a complete new suit, 
shoes, hat and underclothing, the 


boy was found crying in crowded 
Market street early in the after- 
noon. Under his arm. he held a 
bundle containing his old clothes 
and some other things his kidnap- 
ers had purchased for him. 

Who kidnaped him and why he 
was returned in his Easter suit, the 
police are trying to find out. They 
have not one clew, except that his 
kidnapers were apparently young 
women and evidently well-supplied 
with money. 

No Ransom Asked. 

It was not a case of attempted 
ransom, the police said, for the 
boy’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Hiram 
Miller, were only in moderate cir- 
cumstances. The boy’s father 
drives a truck and is caretaker of 
a rooming house. 

The police are working along 
two theories. One is that’ the 
young women mistook the child 
for another they wanted and dis- 
covered their mistake when they 
read his name in the newspapers, 
the other was that the young wom- 
en had taken the child for the 
thrill of adventure and returned 
him after keeping him over night. 


The boy could throw little light on 


his adventure. 
He was first noticed by a woman 
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who had left her automobile to go 
into a 6 and 10 cent store. He 
was crying. After trying to com- 
fort him she called a traffic police- 
man on the corner.

the tunnel. 

The major operation in placing 
the dynamite is known as “loading 
the V.” The latter is a huge seg- 
ment of rotk, bounded by long 
cylindrical holes which run diag- 
onally and at whose extremities are 
8-inch sticks of the explosive— 
gelatin containing the familiar mix- 
ture of nitro-glycerine and gun- 
cotton. The Holes are drilled by 
cOmpressed air hammers. The tun- 
nel is temporarily deserted after 
the placing of the charges. 

When the engineer, seated in his 
office above ground, pulls thé lever 
that sets off the charges, it is as 
if a mighty hand, hidden six feet 
deep in the rock, pushed suddealy 
forward. The big “V” of limestone 
is displaced immediately. A few 
seconds later, a “side” of rock is 
bombed from position. A few sec- 
onds later and another “side” fs 
blown out. Four distinct series of 
charges are set off, and each plays 
its part in scooping out the cylin- 
der. 

If any rough edges are left, they 
are “clipped” out by “baby” 
charges .of explosive. 

Blower Clears Out Smoke. 

After the explosions, the blower 
is set to work to clear smoke from 
the tunnel, and then the “muck- 
ers’’ mount their electric mule and 
ride to the scene of the explosion.

Standard Oil Refinery at Regla, 
Opposite Havana, Swept 
by Flames. 


By the Associated Press. } 

HAVANA, Cuba, April 6.—Fire 
which broke out at 10 o'clock last 
night in the Standard Oil Co.’s re- 
finery at Regia, acrogs the harbor 
from Havana, was still raging this 
morning, but soon after noon 
showed marked signs of subsiding. 
A change in the wind relieved fears 
that the flames would spread to 
the gasoline tanks, where 3,000,000 
galions are stored. By morning the 
casualty list had mounted to 80 in- 
jured, including 11 United States 
sailors. Only one was seriously 
hurt, but the Red Cross station set 
up by the U. 8. 8. Wyoming had 
plenty to do. 

All ships anchored in the vicin- 
ity of Regla were ordered to move 
closer to the mouth of the bay, 
as further explosions were feared, 
and the burning oil added an ad- 
ditional hazard. 

Several explosions occurred last 
night at the refinery. The damage 
is estimated at at least $2,000,000. 

Teh first supposition of the com- 
pany officers was that the fire was 
causel by faulty electrical wiring, 
but police think it was the work of 
an incendiary. 

A detail of 150 sailors from the 
Wyoming, sent out late last night 
to aid in fighting the fire, was 
withdrawn at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. At the same time the com- 
pany was advised that another de- 
tall would be sent to assist in sav- 
ing the two remaining tanks and 
to keep the flames from spreading 
to the vast store of gasoline.

ITH Engiand and its pow- 

erful amateur combinations 
out of the picture, the’ Olympic 
soccer competition will be more 
open: In Europe, where ama- 
teurs play alongside profession- 
als on leading elevens, there are 
many more strong amateur play- 
ers than in this country. 

At Colembes, in the last Olym- 
pics, America won its first match, 
but went down before the Uru- 
guay team by a close score. Uru- 
guay won the title later on: thus 
the Americans did not do so 
badly. 

By sending our best unit 
abroad this year, there is reallv 
some hope of getting to the final 
or perhaps even of winning the 
title. 

England is not represented, be- 
cause it has taken the stand that 
the Olympic provision to pay the 
amateurs “broken time” compen- 
sation is not in accord with its 
own association rules governing 
amateur standing. 

It contends that amateurs 
should not receive compensation 
for salary lost through represen- 
tation in Olympic contests.

HE rules of the Olympic 


games’ and of the Interna- 
tional Association are at vari- 
ance on the subject of “broken 
time.” 

For example: In defining the 
“amateur” conditions governing 
Olympic athletes, the rule reads 
in one place: “Athletes must not 
have received any reimburse- 
ment or compensation for loss 
of salary.” 

Yet, in quoting the amateur 
definition accepted by the In- 
ternational Federation of Foot- 
ball Associations, we read that 
payment for “broken time” IS 
permitted, in certain cases. Al- 
though fall compensation for 
broken time shall mever be re- 
imbursed.”’ 

Elsewhere we learn that not 
more than 90 per cent of reim- 
bursement shall be permitted for 
“broken” time.

Clarke Morse, the young Forest Park golfer, who can shoot any | 


old championship course in par figures, but who finds it necessary 
to do a little work each day to provide the wherewithal to pay for 
food, lodging and clothing, is anxiously awaiting the decision of the 
United States Golf Association as to whether he will be able to com- 
pete in tournaments as an amateur. 


Morse is one of the many bril- 
liant young golfers developed at 
the Municipal links. His admirers 
at Forest Park say he is going to 


be a greater golfer than Eddie 
Held or Jimnfy Manion or Dick 
Bockenkamp or Clarence Wolff. 


That’s a large order, but then, as 
his friends Point out, he carried 
Held to the seventeenth hole in the 
1927 district tourney, despite Held’s 
greater experience. And Morse is 
still in his teens. 

Barred From Junior Meet. 

Last. fall some proud father de- 
cided that it wasn’t right for his 
son to run the risk of being de- 
feated by an urchin from the pub- 
lic course and so, because “Clarkie’ 
had been employed at the Forest 
Park golf shop to shine clubs and 
paint old golf balls and do other 
odd jobs, the charge was made 
that Morse was a professional and 
he was barred from the junior dis- 
trict tournament. 

Friends in the Forest Park Golf 
Club have carried the case to the 
United States Golf Association for 
a hearing and they hope that that 
august body will not. stymie the 
amateur career of the most prom- 
ising player in the club. 

Common sense interpretation of 
the definition of an amateur, con- 
tained in the U. S. G. A. year book, 
indicates that Morse is not a pro- 
fessional. This definition says that 
an amateur golfer is one who, at- 
taining the age of 16 years, has not 
“because of his skill as a golfer, 
received after the 3ist of Decem- 
ber 1922, a salary or remunera- 
tion, either directly or indirectly, 
from any firm dealing in goods re- 
lating to the playing of the game.” 

A Worker Who Works. 

Now it is true that Morse has 
received money from the Forest 
Park Golf Shop. He gets $29 ev- 
ery week. But he was employed 
because of his diligence and his de- 
sire to earn ‘a living, not because 
of his promise as a golfer. Other 
promising young golfers have 


golf links, he must do ali his golf 
playing outside of working hours, 
either in the evening after’ the 
day’s work or before going to his 
chores in the morning. 

“Clarke Morse never has given 
a lesson,” Professional Ed Duwe 
of the Forest Park Shop told the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. “His 
brother, Coleman, works for me as 
an instructor, but Clarke stood out 
as a promising player while he 
was still a caddie and because he 
wanted to remain an amateur and 
because we wanted to protect his 
standing, I advised him never to 
give lessons. He-quit caddying at 
the age of 16 to comply with the 
amateur rule, and to bar him as 
a professional now is a gross in- 
justice and I am gure the national 
body will act fairly and restore his 
amateur standing. I did fot em- 
ploy him because of his skill as a 
golfer. He had no advertising 
value, never won any tournaments 
and I gave him the job merely be- 
cause he was a g6od hardworking 
youngster who wotld attend to the 
tasks I allotted to him.” 

The Rule on Professionalism. 

Prior to 1922, any one who was 
employed in a golf shop, sporting 
goods store or in the golf depart- 
ment of a department store, selling 
or dealing in golf supplies, was a 
professional, but because that was 
considered an injustice the rule 
was changed so that only those 
who were thus employed because 
of their skill as golfers would be 
barred from amateur ranks. 

Thus it would seem that the rule 
was changed to cover just such 
cases as that of Clarke Morse and 
because of that, his friends are 
hopeful that the National Asocia- 
tion will restore him to the ama- 
eur ranks, from which he never 
should have been barred. 

Friends have offered to get young 
Morse a job in some other line, but 
he has declined such offers. Ac- 
cepting such offers, he believes, 
would be a violation of the spirit 
of the amateur rule. He believes 
that such offers have been made 
because of his skill and because 


sought employment at _ various 
times, but they didn’t want to 
work. ‘They wanted to loaf and 
play golf. Clarke Morse wanted 
to work, to earn a tiving. and 
though his workshop is near the 


his friends want to give him a 
chance to develop as a golfer. And 
so he has stuck to his job at the 
golf-shop, confident .that justice 
will be done.

FOR EASTER MEALS 


After the Easter Morning Pa- 


rade an Easter Luncheon 
Is Alluring. 


What is so delightful as an 
Easter morning breakfast or an 


Easter day luncheon? 

Many housewives yearn to have 
family or friends in for a company 
meal on Easter Sunday yet the 
thought of preparing and serving 
a formal dinner quite overwhelms 
them with the result that the func- 
tion is put off until next Easter. 

As breakfasts and luncheons are 
more informal than dinners, and 
consequently more easily prepared, 
many hostesses invite their friends 
or the members of their immediate 
families to drop in on Easter at 
11 a. m. for breakfaat or at 12. 30 
p. m. for luncheon. 

An attractive set table, a few 
flowers, pretty china, sparkling flat 
silver, pretty table linen, some few 
cooked dishes appropriate for the 
day and there is no need to be 
fearful that the guests will not 
have a perfectly glorious time. 

Simple menus are more readily 
prepared and the following recipes 
are for dishes of various types that 
are particularly appropriate for 
serving on Easter day. 

For First Course Russian 

and one-half cups hot 
six eggs, six slices 
tomato, one-fourth cup cold water 
or cold broth and one level table- 
spoon gelatine. 

Soak gelatine in cold water five 
tuinutes and dissolve in hot broth 
(canned broth may be used). Sea- 
son with salt, pepper and a little 
lemon juice. Prepare hard-cooked 
eggs, removing yolks and mashing 
to a paste with a little melted but-

| She: salt, paprika, mayonnaise or 


Worcestershire sauce. Fill whites 
fof eggs with mixture and. put the 
two halves together. When jelly is 
cold, place each egg in a tiny cup 
or mold and pour jelly around 
(molds should first be rinsed in 
cold water). When firm, turn out 
on a siice of tomato and garnish 
with lettuce, watercress and may- 
onnaise. Eggs may be molced also 
in green pepper cups, and when 
very firm, cut pepper in slices. 
Violet Salad. 

A seasonable dish is violet salad. 
To make it take two and one-half 
tablespoons gelatine, one-half cup 
cold water, three tablespoons sugar, 
one pint or two cups ginger ale, 
one cup grape juice, one-half cup 
cherries and six halves canned 
peaches, tinted green. 

Soak gelatine in cold water five 
minutes and dissolve in hot grape 
juice to which sugar is added; 
cool, add ginger ale and pour into 
wet mould. When thick like mo- 
lasses, add fruit.- Chill and gerve 
with whipped cream. 

Easter Salad. 

The Easter supper may include 
an Easter salad. This has, of 
course, eggs as the main ingredi- 
ent for no Haster would be com- 
plete unless eggs were served in 
some way during the day. For 
this salad, hard boil enough eggs 
to allow one for each serving. Let 
them cool in cold water and then 
peel off the shells. Color the eggs 
red by dipping them in beet juice 
(canned juice is especially good 
and convenient to use) or tinting 
them with a vegetable color. Cut 
a small slice from the end of each 
egg so that it will stand upright 
and place it in a nest of lettuce 
leaves. Place chilled canned as- 
Pparagus tips or chilled cooked 
shrimp around the egg and garnish 
with large stuffed olives and strips 
of green pepper.. Serve with may- 
onnaise that is well seasoned and 
mixed with a tablespoon of minced 
parsley for each half cup of dress- 
ing. 

Easter Dessert. 

Wash a dozen large eggs, make 
a pin hole in one end of each 
shell, a larger opening at the other 
end, then shake out the -contents 
from the shells; clean and drain, 
standing shells in a pan of salt. 
Pour the chilled but liquid Blanc 
Mange through a funnel into the 
shells and set them in an upright 
position in a pan of broken ice 
and salt. When ready to serve, re- 
move shells and arrange eggs in a 
nest of orange, lemon or fruit 
jelly—or spun sugar or / candied 
lemon or orange peel may be used 
for the nest. Serve with whipped 
cream. Cocoa may be added to 
part of the Blanc Mange for brown 
eggs, and the vanilla Blanc Mange 
may be tinted with various color- 


ings. 
Easter Baskets. 

Make a light cake batter and 
bake in large muffin tins. When 
baked, remove from oven and 
allow to cool. Then make cakes 
into baskets by attaching handles 
made of angelica ¢eut into long thin 
strips and steaming strips over hot 
water until flexible. Then attach 
strips to sides of cakes for 
handles. Scoop out the cakes and 
fill with mixture of whipped cream, 
coarsely cut pecan meats and 
chopped candied cherries. 

The baskets may be filled with 
fresh strawberries and topped with 
whipped cream or ice cream may 
be used for the filling.

CHOCOLATE EASTER EGGS 
AND HOW TO MAKE THEM

ter eges. Wherever there are chil- 
dren in the family, there must be 
a supply of candy Easter eggs and 
this recipe will be found most sat- 
isfactory for making them. 
Chocolate Easter Eggs. 
Easter eggs are usually made 
with a cream fondant filling, 
shaped and rolled in melted cho- 
colate, either sweet or bitter as 
desired. This fondant is made 
with 4 cups of granulated sugar, 
% teaspoon cream of tartar, 1 cup 
water. Boil until it spins a thread 
when poured from a spoon, pour 
into a bowl and let cool until one 
can bear the fingers in it, then stir 
or beat with a spoon. When stiff 
enough shape with fingers, add 
flavoring and roll in melted cho- 


| 


colate. Nuts, cocoanut or coloring 
may be added. 
Easter Fruit Candy. 

A nice uncooked fruit confection 
which will grace any dinner party 
or tea table is made of one cup 
mixed nut meats, one-half cup figs, 
one tablespoon candied orange 
peel and bits of any candied fruit 
which may be obtainable. 

Skin the figs and put them with 
the nuts through a food chopper 
and use other mixing methods. 
Pack the mixture, wheh made, in 
small pans, making it about one 
inch thick.

The need of more and better Nit- 
erary cliques throughout the coun- 
try to fight the “New York crowd” 
of authors, critics and columnists 
is pointed out by Burton Rascoe, 
in the April issue of “The Book- 
man.” ¥, 
Mr. Rascoe, who as editor of “The 
Bookman” is a prominent member 
of the New York clique, neverthe- 
less believes that a false emphasis 
is thrown today upof the merits of 
the writers who live and work in 
New York. 
‘“Wone of us who live and work 
in New York,” he says, “‘are so hot 
that newspaper men, columnists, 
dramatic critics and literary rv- 
viewers in other cities should show 
us any sort of deference. This is 
the most polyglot and most poly- 
math of cities. But do we get a -e- 
flection of these fine advantages in 
the writings of those who are sup- 
posed to reftect the tastes and in- 
terest¢ of ‘typical New Yorkers?’ 
Not so that you could notice. What 
we hear about are speakeasies, 
poker parties, the heebie-geebies, 
flirtations and misuse of ‘how’ ana

among s0 many advantages, these 
aging adolescents can find little 
else to write about. The conditions 
of life in New York are to blame. 
But why aren’t there cliques de- 
veloped elsewhere to kid that sort 
of thing and boost the healthier- 
minded writings in other cities of 
the nation?

I\Cancer Needs 


Quick Acti

HAPPEN to know that much is 
| being done at the present mo- 

ment that promises a final solu- 
tion of the cancer problem. ‘The 
investigators, however, are wisely 
refraining from premature publi- 
cation, and their reports may not 
be forthcoming for another year. 
In the meantime Drs. Greenwood 
and Claypon call attention (Lon- 
don Lancet) to some encouraging 
facets. 

While it is true that cancer is 
the most savage enemy of civilized 
mankind and kills numbers whom 
no human power can save, yet 
many die of it who have no busi- 
ness to. 
figures recently given by two lead- 
ing British investigators, Profés- 
sor Major Greenwood and Dr. Ja- 
net Lane-Claypon, 

These authorities compared the 
age figures of registered deaths 
from cancer of the breast and 
womb with the age figures of 
those who applied to hospitals for 
treatment. The result was strik- 
ing. It showed that, of women 
who die of cancer of the breast 
24 per cent are over 70 and 46.7 
per cent are women over 60. Yet, 
of all patients of cancer, only 2.8 
per cent are women over 70 who 
apply for treatment and only 17.6 
per cent are women over 60. Simi- 
larly, of all deaths from cancer of 
any sort, 14.4 per cent are women 
over 70 and 87.8 per cent are 
women over 60 with cancer of the 
womb. Yet those who ask for 
treatment only number 2.1 per cent 
and 17.1 per cent of the total num- 
ber of patients. 

The available figures show that 
even if no woman over 70 could 
hope for a successful operation 
(and this is by no means s0), 
about 75 per cent of all women 
suffering from cancer of the 
breast, and 85.6 per cent of those 
suffering from cancer of the Womb 
are capable of benefiting by pres- 
ent methods of treatment. Prof.

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LOWER gardens are very much 
like love affairs in that they 
are personal manifestations, no 
two are exactly alike and there is 
no accounting for tastes. For the 
owner of a small garden, particu- 
larly for renters, the value of an- 
nuals is not as thoroughly appre- 
ciated as it should be. By their 
use a brilliant display of flowers 
is easily obtained from July until 
Frost. Nearly every place, no mat- 
ter how small, has space for a bor- 
der and the usual available space 
is a strip three or four feet wide 
and of varying length. 

The most satisfactory way of 
dealing with such a space is to 
plant it to annuals of one or two 
colors in varying shades. Suppose 


that a blue and pink acheme should 


be decided upon, a popular combi- 
nation and always effective. For 
the back row, pink sweet peas for 
early bloom or several of them 
might be planted. Later gladiolus 
in pink shades might replace them.

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Greenwood and Dr. Claypon state 
that not more than 50 per cent of 
all women dying of cancer of the 
breast make any application for 
effective treatment; that is, treat- 
ment likely to remove the disease 
for good. The Humber of those 
with cancer of the womb who ask 
for treatment is believed to .be 
rather less. Statistics from the 
Leeds Hospital show that, of wom- 
en operated on while the disease 
is still confined to the breast, 80 
per cent are alive 10 years or more 
after operation. The English in- 
vestigators conclude by saying that 
if all women would attend for radi- 
cal operation at an early stage of 
the disease the reduction in the 
death rate from cancer of the 
breast and probably also from can- 
cer of the uterus would be 60 per 
cent. Nowadays. they say women 
delay so long that of those who 
come up for operation little more 
than half have any hope of ben- 
efit, and even this half are suf- 
fering from advanced disease, The 
present death rate under opera- 
tion is 17.3 per cent, and the num- 
ber of survivors after 10 years is 
32.6 per gent. If patients came 
in the early stages these figures 
would be improved by 17.3 per 
cent say our authorities. Since 
85.6 per cent of patients dying of 
cancer of the womb could be suc- 
cessfully operated on at an early 
stage, the number of deaths could 
be reduced by 42 per cent if only 
patients would attend earlier. The 
average delay #& eight to 12 months 
for cancer of the breast, and six to 
nine months for cancer of the 
womb. If women would face the 
operation at once instead of letting 
these- precious months go by, half 
of them would be cured.
